Diocesan Items as “summer news,” so far as the 

7 main interests of the Diocese are 
concerned. The Deans of Convocation have most 
kindly been giving the help which they offered to the 
missionary work. The new Archdeacon (not yet ap- 
pointed) will, I am sure, find everything in good shape 
when he takes office in the fall. Financially we are 
rather better than we had feared. 

The Asilomar Conference Committee has been very 
successful in spite of the lamented death of Dr. Cosby 
Bell and of other difficulties in making a fine program 
of work. We expect a large and representative attend- 
ance. If you have not already planned to come, make 
your plans now. “Come one; come all.” 

Arrangements are now well along for the Laymen’s 

Conference at Menlo Park over Labor Day. The Clergy 
Conference will come after that—on September 21. 
- The Cathedral building goes slowly forward. We 
need more money to make it available for regular 
services. Our present contracts go as far as our present 
pledges will allow and yet—please note this—we can 
not leave the work where these contracts leave it, a 
shell waiting for heat and light that it may be filled 
from week to week with people who crowd there to 
find God. 

We shall have much to do when vacation time is 
over and our parishes settle down again to their 
autumn work. Let us remember that work in our 
prayers.

The epistle chosen for Independ- 
Independence Day ence Day in the new Prayer Book 

is the passage from the Sermon 
on the Mount which includes our Lord’s injunction, 
“Love your enemies.” The reason for the choice is 
clear. Independence Day is a national holiday. Tradi- 
tionally it is the day on which orators explain to the 
world (or such part of it as will listen) how com- 
pletely noble were our ancestors and how much more 
enlightened, freer, wiser and more unselfish we are 
than any other nation. The real achievements of our 


great past are often cheapened on other days than the 
Fourth by foolish boasting. A noble patriotism often 
degenerates into a vulgar and selfish nationalism. 

Aware of all that, the wise old Church brings us on 
this day of national glorying face to face with the 
meaning of our religion in international life. It re- 
minds us that what is true for individuals is true for 
nations. It reminds us that we owe the same love, 
which is the New Testament name for goodwill, to 
nations that seem hostile; ‘nations whose purposes 
cross ours, as we do to the friendliest of our neighbors. 
We owe, for example, the same goodwill to Japan as 
we do to Canada. 

Again the Church reminds us that love is the su- 
preme solvent of difficulties among nations as among 
men. Suspicion, fear, hatred, force never settle any- 
thing right and permanently except by chance. The 
future of the world lies with that goodwill which 
Christians call love. 

The nations of the world have come to see this, at 
least vaguely. Hence, the League of Nations; hence, 
the Pact of Paris and the treaties of Washington and 
Locarno and a thousand other steps toward consoli- 
dating goodwill. Hence, today, Geneva and London. 
The nations see it; the statesmen see it; our President 
has given great expression to it in his appeal to the 
rulers of the world. 

We see it—and why don’t we act upon it? The 
reason is that ancient and terrible enemy of right rela- 
tions, fear or suspicion, and that other enemy (not 
now so potent) the surviving worship of force. 

Rid men of fear and Geneva and London must suc- 
ceed. Rid men of fear and there is a chance for all. 
So for us, let me emphasize two suggestions out of 
this great day of our Nation’s history. The first is to 
get rid of fear ourselves and to pray for increasing 
faith and goodwill. The second is to use all our influ- 
ence, great and small, to help others to the confidence 
and goodwill toward other nations which we have 
ourselves. 

“As the mountains stand round about 
The Mountains Jerusalem, so standeth the Lord 

about his people.” Many of us will be 
in the mountains during these summer months. We 
shall talk of their beauty. We shall feel refreshment in 
their clear, fine air. We shall climb them and exult in 
the toil and find payment for fatigue in the views which 
stretch before us. We shall even unconsciously gain 
something of their peace and move with firmer moral 
as well as physical steps because we have known their 
eternal rocks under our feet. That is all to the good. 
But the good will be still better if we can find in them 
some reminder of God. That was what the mountains 
about Jerusalem did for the psalmist. He saw them 
protecting the city, its bulwark against enemies. Thus, 
said he, the Lord protects his people. And thus, say 
we, the Lord still protects his people—security, pro- 
tecting care, a bulwark against the enemies of the 
soul; all these the Lord still is to those who love him.

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Woman’s Auxiliary Notes 
By Mrs. L. C. Lance 


As the Feast of the Transfiguration this year falls 
on Sunday, the customary diocesan Altar Day service 
will be omitted. At a recent meeting the diocesan of- 
ficers decided, with the approval of Bishop Parsons, to 
ask each branch of the. Woman’s Auxiliary to arrange 
with the consent of the rector or vicar for a corporate 
communion on Sunday, August 6. This will take the 
place this year of the usual diocesan annual service. 
It has been suggested that where a special offering for 
the Auxiliary is made at these services, the money 
could go to St. Margaret’s House, which is in need of 
funds just now to tide over the lean summer. 


For many years the women’s organization in each 
place in this Diocese where the Holy Communion is 
celebrated have sent $1 for the Altar Fund to the dio- 
cesan treasurer at the time of the Feast of the Trans- 
figuration. With these gifts and the offering at the an- 
nual diocesan Transfiguration Day service, the Aux- 
iliary has had the joy of placing altars in many of 
the missions in the Diocese. We hope soon to go over 
the entire record of fifty-three years and make a com- 
plete report of all gifts from this fund. 


In 1919 we gave an altar to a mission in Cordova, 
Alaska. Since 1922 we have placed altars in Union, 
Eastern Oregon; St. Edmund’s, Richmond (in mem- 
ory of Mrs. Margaret Ann Newlands, third diocesan 
president, 1893-1907); St. Alban’s, Brentwood; St. 
James, Monterey; Trinity, Hayward; St. Francis, San 
Francisco; and Mills College (a portable altar in mem- 
ory of Mrs. Monteagle.) 


We have contributed toward the altar at St. Mar- 
garet’s House, Berkeley, and given $133.20 toward the 
new Cathedral altar and paid for the hauling of altar 
and church furniture to St. David’s, Pittsburg. A 
chalice and paten were provided for St. Edmund’s, 
Richmond, and for Arroyo Grande, and small amounts 
have been given for hangings for St. Paul’s, Walnut 
Creek and St. Margaret’s House and for fair linen for 
St. John’s, Oakland. In 1924 a cassock was sent to the 
priest then serving Arroyo Grande and this spring a 
cassock was presented to the Rev. Leslie Kelley to re- 
place a part of the loss of his vestments in the destruc- 
tion by fire of St. Paul’s, San Francisco. 

It would help the committee very much if we could 
hear from any other mission in the Diocese which may 
have received an altar or other gift from our diocesan 
Altar Fund. Communications regarding altar supplies 
should be sent to Mrs. George Williams, chairman, 
1159 Glen avenue, Brekeley.
